Washington. Mav 21.—The state depart- 
ment has been made fully acquainted by 
Mr. Rock 1! wth the character of the 
proposit:ons relative to the floatine of the 
indemnity loan unfolded at Pekin. While 
Rrave objections are perceived to the Rus- 
sian project of a joint guarantee of the 
loan. because of the tmmense difficulty of 
securing the assent of congress to an 
which would entangie the 
United States with foreign nations for 
more than a quarter of a century at least. 
there is nothing in Mr. Rockhill’s instruc- 
tions that would cause him to antagonize 
the British proposition provided it fs 
fully developed so as to secure the safety 
Of the loan. while assuring the integrity 
of China. It is suggested that these ob- 
jects can be best secured bv causing 
China to deliver to each nation bonds 
bearing 4 per cent interest. to the face 
value of that nation’s indemnity claim. 
The nation holding the bonds could dis- 
pose of them at its pleasure, It could 


affix its own guarantee and sell the bonds 


in the open market. 


 .The clause for the collection and distri- 


bution of interest contains the germ of 
the guarantee of Chinese integrity. It-is 
proposed that an interest board of finan- 
ciers collect periodically from China the 
amount of incomé which tHe ministers at 
Pekin havé decided can be extracted with- 
out ruining the country. this money to be 
divided up between the vowers in the 
Bhane of interest in exact proportion to 
the bonds held by them. In case of de- 
fault by China each nation will lose in 
proportion. and a special covenant will 
bind each power ‘to refrain from in- 


territory in Meu of interest in default. It 
is calculated that thus each powet will 
find it to its interest to prevent .a division

HOW THE CROPS ARE FARING. 


General Summary of Conditions by 
thie Weather Bureau. 
Washington, May 21.—The weather bu- 
reau’s general summary of the weekly) 

crop conditions is as follows: 

Although frosts occurred in the lake fe- 
gion. upper Ohio valley and the north- 
ern portion of the middle Atlantic states 
only ‘slight damage resulted, and as a 
whole the temperature conditions 
throughout the country were very favor- 
Drought.has been largely relieved 
in the southern states, but continues in 
western and southern Texas, southern 
Louisiana and portions of Alabama and 
Florida. 

In the states of the lower Missouri and 
upper Mississippi and Ohio valleys corn 
planting has progressed rapidly and is 
nearing completion:in these districts. In 
the southern states the crop has been ma- 
terially tmproved by recent rains. 

Oats have been injured by ury weather 
In the Central valleys, and in the southern 
states the condition of the crop is not 
promising, although it is materially im- 
proving in Georgia. 

An improvement in the condition of cot- 
ton is reported from the Carolinas, 
Georgia, Florida, Alabama and portions 
of Texas. The stands are as yet general- 
ly poor, but much of the replanted is 
not up. 

Transplanting of tobacco has begun in 
Maryland and Virginia and will begin 
soon in Kentucky. In Indiate and Ohio 
plants are nearly ready to set. In South 
Carolina, drought, prior to recent raing 
seriously tnjured the stands of tobacco.

GOVERNOR ON THE ISLAND 


Says It Is So Easy To Live That Na- 
tives Have Grown Lazy—Wants 
Fivsh Blood. 


Washingtqn, May 21.—Governor Charles 
H. Allen, of Porto Rico, has presented to 
the preaident through the state depart- 
ment his annual report. The governor 
expresses the opinion that a scheme of 
colonial administration such as is found 
in the Danish, French and English 
West Indies might be safely instituted 
with variations dependent on the future 
policy of the home government. The 
governor refers to the many suggestions 
offered that the form of territorial gov- 
ernment adopted in the United States be 
applied to Porto Rico, but points out 


not apply successfully to this island pos- 
session. He calls attention to the fact 
that while in close proximity to the 
United States, Porto Rico has been a 
comparatively unknown island to Amer- 
icans. 

“I feel ag the result of a year’s close 
study on the spot of all conditions sur- 
rounding this problem,"’ says Governor 
Allen, “that congress has gone quite as 
far as it could safely venture in the form 
of government already existing on the 
island, and as the result of such expe- 
rience and observation, I fully believe, 
with good men devoted to the work, the 
island will develop faster under such 
form, and its people through experience 
and education, will advance more rapid- 
ly in their knowledge of civic virtues 
under present methods than could be 
gained in any other way.”’ 

The governor speaks plainly in present- 
ing the reason-why this island has been 
at a practical standstill for nearly four 
centuries and says.that in a climate 
where a man can Iie tn a hammock, pick 
a banana with one hand and dig a sweet 
potato with one foot, the incentive to 
idleness is easy to yield to and brings its 
inevitable consequences. 

In conclusion Governor Allen urged the 
introduction of fresh blood and Anglo- 
Saxon push and energy as the means of 
lifting the little island out of its lethargy 
and by thrift and industry develop its 
riches to the full measure. 


DYNAMITE USED ON A BANK. 


Daring Attempt To Rob Made in 


Open Daylight. 

Cambridge, Mass., May 21.—What the 
police believe was a daring attempt to 
rob the Cambridgeport National bank of 
this city, the use of dynamite in broad 
daylight was revealed today by an ex- 
plosion in the bank, which blew out the 
side of the office, damaged other parts 
of the building, and in which Cashier 
Wiliam F. Roaf sustained a bad wound 
on the head.

Reged wasted STORAGE BATTERY 


Invented and Perfected by Thomas 
A. Edison. a 

New York, May 21.—At the annwtal meet- 

ing of the American Institute of Electrical 

Engtineets held here tonight, Arthur Ken- 

nelly, ex+president of the institute, read 

a technical paper on a new storage bat- 


‘tery invented and perfected by Thomas 


A. Edison. 

From this report and from the discus- 
sion thereon by the members of the in- 
stitute which followed, it would seem that 
the new invention is of interest, scientific- 
ally, mechanically and chemically. It has, 
as- yet, not been applied to commercial 
use. According to Dr. Kennelly’s report, 
Edison claims that, weight for weight, 
size and cost being equal, the new storage 
battery will do about two and one-half 
times as much. work as the present bat- 
tery of commerce. As an illustration, it 
is claimed that where an automobile will 
run fifty miles, with the new Edison bat- 
teries the same vehicle will run about 125 
miles. The fact that the cell and plates 
of this new battery are made of steel is 
a departure long sought after. 


HE BURIED A BABY ALIVE. 


On That Charge an Italian Is Being 
Tried. 


New. York, May 21.—Giovanno Buttaca- 
vollo was placed on trial today at White 
Plains for having buried a baby, of which 
he is the reputed father. at Hastings, 
several weeks ago. The indictment 
charged attempted murder. The young 
woman who was the mother of the child 
repeated the confession she made some 
time a~o. All the blame was placed on 
her uncle, the prisoner, who, she said, 
was the father of the child. Her tears 
alone, she said, prevented the man from 
srlittine the child’s head open with a 
hatchet. ;

Washington, May 21.—President O’Con- 
nell said tonight that the advices received 
up to 6 o’clock tonight at headquarters 
here indicate an early seettlement of 
trouble between the machinists and em- 
ployees will be effected. Information at 
hand showed that during the day over 
120 firms had settled by granting the nine- 
hour day. 

He said that so far as he knew, but 
6,000 men are out in San Francisco and 
about 3,000 in Cincinnati. 

In Chicago nearly all the most import- 
ant shops have settled with the men. 


The reports from the.south, he said, show 
t section settlements 
are being effected. All the Norfolk, Va., 
firms have signed. Half ‘the. firms in 
Philadelphia, he said, have come to terms 
and the others are expected to follow 
suit. There has been no news of a clash. 

Both the navy and war departments 
are apprehensive as to the effects of the 
machinists’ strike on government work 
now in progress. The navy department 
received word that the strike had spread 
to large private yards on the Pacific 
coast where a number of warships are 
under construction, and it is expected 
that eastern yards having naval ships to 
build also will be affected.

Mr., Boutelle’s daughf © @ ace, 
who has been at the head of the house- 
hold since her w@ther’s death in 1892, was 
at the bedside today. 

Mr. Boutelle was sixty-two years of age 
and on his retirement from congress last 
winter was placed on the retired list of 
the navy as a captain, an office to which 
he was eligible by reason of civil war ser- 
vices. Three daughters survive. 

Mr. Bouteile’s iliness dates from Decem- 
ber 21, 1899, when he was seized by a fit 
of uncensciousness while at.a hotel ‘n 
this city. He was carried to his room and 
later became delirious. At midnight it 
was announced that Mr. Boutelle was suf- 
fering from an attack of congestion of 
the brain. which it was hoped would be 
only temporary. 

Later Mr. Boutelle was taken to his 
home in Bangor, but immediately returned 
to McLean asylum where he has since 
remained. His mental! condition, it is said, 
had improved considerably.

While this is the first exclusive Belgian 
hare farm in Columbus, quite a number 
of people have bought the faney rabbits 
and will breed them.

ELFEVEN NEGROES ARE HELD. 


Coroner Is Still Investigating the 
Killing of Boylston. 

Birmingham, Ala., May 21.—(Special.)— 
Coroner Paris is still engaged in investi- 
gating the murder of G. A. Boylston, of 
Atlanta, who was held up and robbed by 
four negroes and later shot to death by 
one of the robbers at Pratt City Saturday 
night.

All 
speculation will be necessarily eliminated.

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ASSEMBLY SINGS “AMERICA”| DIVORCE PROBLEM SETTLED 


Marriage of Probationers While Pre- 
paring fo rthe Ministry Is Vig- 
orously Discouraged. 


| Bloquent Address on Home. M'ssions 
Caused the Commissioners To 
Break Into Song. 


Philadelphia, May 21.—The commission- 
ers to the Presbyterian general assem- 
bly today gave vent to a spontarreous 
burst of patriotic enthusiasm which found 
voice in the hearty rendition of a na- 
tional anthem. It was a fitting conclu- 
sion to a masterly address delivered by 
Rev. Dr. Charles O. Thomasson, sec- 
retary of the home mission board. The 
report of the committee on home mis- 
sions had been read and Dr. Thomas- 
son arose to make the usual appeal for 
aid; which developed into an oration 
and aroused the assembly to the highest 
pitch of enthusiasm, | 

The report of the committee on home 
missions contained numerous recom- 
mendations, one of the most imporant 
being an earnest commendation of the 
proposed anti-polygamy amendment to 
the constitution of the United States. In 
this connection the report states: 

‘We earnestly urge upon co ss the 
importance of prompt action in this mat- 
ter so that such an amendment may be 
submitted to the states before the Mor- 
mons gain the balance of political power 
in any additional states of the union.” 

The committee also recommended that 
the church be asked to ¢ontribute dur- 
ing the year not less than $850,000, of 
which $500,000 is to be used in evangelistic 
work: that churches, families and indl- 
viduals be requested to make gifts for 
-gspecial objects, such as for furnishing 
a minister or 4 teacher; that the moder- 
ator appoint a committee of thirty to ar- 
range for the proper observance of the 
one hundredth anniversary of the board 
of home missions during the general as- 
sembly of 1902. 

Dr. Walker made a strong appeal in be- 
half of home missions. He asserted that 
foreign missions received so much atten- 
tion from the church that home missions 
suffered from neglect. 

“You need to be stirred up this morn- 
ing,” said Dr. Walker. “You need to 
know that the work of the home mission 
board is the most important work in the 
church, Hf you fail to strengthen your 
home missions, then your foreign mis- 
sions are doomed. If-the home church 
fails, where is the money to come from 
to support your foreign missions?’’ 

At the conclusioj of Mr. Thomasson’s 
address the assembly rose ag one man 
and sung “‘America.’’ 

Just previous to theadjournment of 
the morning session Elder Phelim Bran- 
ning, of Chicago, precipitated a spirited 
debate on the report of the committee on 
home missions. He took exception to 
the statement in the reports that 2,313 
churches do not contribute directly to 
the home mission board. He contended 
that if a presbytery or synod supported 
its own home mission its work was equal 
to that of other presbyteries and synods 
which contribute directly. 

Rev. Dr. James Vance, of Chicago, 
protested against what he regarded as 
an aspersion on the presbyteries who 
contributed to their own home missions. 
The objectionable sentence was finally 
eliminated, and the report was adopted. 
A telegram of greeting was received 
from and one tn reply forwarded to the 
Cumberland presbytery in session at 
West Point, Miss. 
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West Point, Miss, May 21.—In the Cum- 
berland Presbyterian general assembly 
the committee on overtures proposed the 
pppointment of a practically new board 
of managers and gave the board liberty 
to locate the Cumberland Presbyterian 
Orphans’ Home and Industrial School at 
pleasure, but urging early location. 

The permanent committee on system- 
atic beneficence was abolished and its 
work committed to the board of missions. 
An elaborate report on publication elic- 
ited prolonged and favorable discussion. 
The publishing work is in the best condi- 
tion in its history. The publication of a 
theological periodical is advised. - The 
membership of the board of publication 
was reduced from twelve to nine. 

The St. Louis office of the Cumberland 
Presbyterian was commended and con- 
tinued. 

The immediate employment of a general 
Sunday school superintendent is advised, 
the church being asked for $5,000 to meet 
all the expenses of the Sunday school 
board. The Sunday school committee’s 
report is full of aggressive suggestions, 
this department of the church’s work be- 
ing in a condition most encouraging. 
Pending the discussion of the report the 
assembly took recess until 3:30 p. m. 

Contrary to expectations the reports 
are all so near ready that afternoon ses- 
sions will now be held until the adjourn- 
ment. 

This afternoon the marriage and di- 
vorce question raised on Saturday was 
Settied by striking out the requirement 
that ministers oftiviating in the marriage 
or unscripturaliy divorced persons, to- 
gether with the parties themseives, bé 
uiscipiined. Tne assembly revoked an 
act of last meeting demuitting trom the 
ministry preachers who hnola tor more 
than two years letters of aismissal and 
recommenaation. . /' 

Uwensboro presbytery, Kentucky, was 
reprimanded lor ordaining to the minis- 
try @ Man lacking the prescribed educa- 
tional qualifications. ‘ihe marriage of 
probationers during the period or their 
preparation for the ministry was vigor- 
ousiy discouraged.

After swallowing sixty grains of mor- 
Dhine, which is jus¢ thirty times as much 
as it takes to kill, Louis N. Kimball, 4 
conductor on the Southern railway, was 
taken to the ady hospital yesterday 
morning at 11 o'clock and for eight or ten 
hours the physicians fought against the 
effects of the deadly poison. 

At @ late hour last night it was believed 
Kimball would recover. 

The man had one of the closest calls 
that the Grady hospital ever had to deal 
with. It required the combined labor of 
three dodrters to keep him from falling 
into a sleep which would quickly have 
ended in death. More than once they 
were On the point of despairing as the 
Patient fell back into what appeared to be 
a fatal coma. 

Cold water, galvanic batteries and a 
constant beating of the body with the 
hands were some of the means used to 
cheat the grave of what seemed to be a 
Sure and certain victory. 

The man had swallowed a quantity of 


- Morphine from a bottle and it was esti- 
| Mated that the amount must have been 


about.sixty grains. 

That he intended to commit suicide is 
not certain. He had been drinking heavi- 
ly, but gave no intimation that he had 
any desire to end his life. 

Had Been on a Spree. 

Kimball resides on South Pryor street, 
jvst inside the city limits. He has been 
@ yard conductor on the Southern rail- 
road for several years. A few days ago 
he drew his month’s wages and immedi- 
ately began to drink. He had drank be- 
fore and little was thought of the spreg. 
Yesterday morning he was down town 
and talked to a number of his friends. 
He exhibited a railroad pass and said: he 
intended to take a trip to Brunswick. 

About 10 o’clock he went to his home 
and after he had been there a short while 
he took a bottle of morphine from his 
pocket and pouring a large portion of 
the contents into his hand, emptfed the 
@rug intd his mouth dhd swallowed it. 

* His sister saw the act and getting hold 
of the bottle. discovered by the label that 
it was morphine. When asked what .he 
meant. Kimball merely replied that he 


wanted to sleep. The voung lady gave | 


the alarm and Kimball's relatives had 
him conveyed to the Grady hospital. 

By the time the hospital was reached 
the morphine had produced a profound 
lethargy and Kimball appeared to be 
dying. 

Enough To Kill Thirty Men. 

The physicians went to work with a will 
and they battled acains* t’«- effects of th 
deadly drug for many hours. ’ 

Kimball's brother and m.ther were at 


the hospital and remained by his bedside 


last night. 

One of the physicians stated to a re- 
porter of The Constitution that Kimball 
had taken enough morphine to kill thirty 
men. “Two grains.” he said, “is enough 
to kill a person.” 

While the patient was in the operating 
room and the physicians were at work 
trying to keep the breath of Hfe in his 
body, the young man would ever now and 
ghen spring from the table as he felt the 
shock of the galvanic battery and it was 
all the men present could do to hold him 
down. This. however, was just what wag 
wanted.

SHOWS INCREASE 
Annual Returns for Taxation Made te 
Comptroller General. 
INCREASE NEARLY $400,000 


Value of System’s Property in Geor- 
gia Put at $10,190,635. 


INCREASE IN VALUE OF TERMINALS 


Several New Pieces of Property Were 
Added to the System During 
the Year. 


The annual returns of the Central of 
Georgia Railway Company for all of its 
property in the state for purposes of 
state. county and municipal taxation 
were made to Comptroller General W. A. 
Wright yesterday by W. L. Pritchard, 
the land and tax agent of the system. 

The total returns of the Central system 
for 1901 are $10,190,635.39, as against $9,972,- 
969.42 for 1900. a net increase in the valua- 
tion of the property of $397,665.97. 

The principal item of increase in the 
company’s returns is in the portion of the 
main 6 between Savannah and Macon. 
This rtion of the property is returned 
this year at $4,266,496.54. as against $3,975,- 
221 in 1900, a net increase of $291,274.54. 
Comptroller General Wright accounts for 
this increase on the supposition that there 
has been a large increase in the valuation 
of the Central’s terminals ig Savannah, 
though he has not yet examined the re- 
turns in detail. He has heard. however, 
that the city of Savannah entered some 
objection to the returns of the company’s 
property in that city heretofore made. 

The portion of the main stem between 
Macon and Atlanta was returned this 
year at $1,711,990, as against $1,710,470 in 
1900. the increase in this case beifig small. 

Another item of increase is found in the 
addition to the system of the branch 
line known as the Dover and Statesboro 
railroad, which is valued at $34,400. The 
increase in the valuation of the road be- 
tween Bruton and Register, which is be- 
ing extended to a connection with the 
Dover and Statesboro. is put down at 
$59,408. 50, The increase in the income 
from the Southwestern railroad. which is 
one of the leased lines, is $23,385.72. These 
are the main ttems of increase in the re- 
turns of the Central's property. 

Comptroller General Wright. will g0 over 
the returns with Mr. Pritchard before 
finally passing upon them. 

The comptroller has not yet accepted 
the returns of the Plant system, as that 
company has not made the corrections 
which he-has asked for. The same is true 
of several other lines in the state the re- 
turns of which were sent back for cor- 
rection in minor details. 
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The village of prairie dogs recently add- 
ed to the collection of animals at Grant 
park have already become one of the 
most attractive features of that pleas- 
ure resort. Thefe are about fifty of the 
little animals and nearly all of them. are 
tame. Superintendent Sedis has fixed a

Rainfall in Atlanta Was 5.20 Inches 
in Forty-Eight Hours, the 
Heaviest Since September, 
I900—A Fall in Tem- 

perature. 


A million dollars’ worth of rain! 

That is what Weather Observer Mar- 
bury says has fallen in Georgia since Sun- 
day afternoon. 

There is hardly a spot in the state that 
has not been touched by the downpour, 
and the long suffering crops have been 
treated to a feast that will start their 
young shoots skyward. 

The rains of the forty-eight hours end- 
ing about noon yesterday were general 
throughout the southern states, and es- 
pecially in the cotton belt where they 
were most needed. They were heaviest 
east of the Mississippi and seemed to hit 
the section where they. were most needed, 

It had been more than a month since 
the crops had a rain that would do them 
any good. The last heavy rain was on 
April 18th and 19th, and the only one 
of any consequence prior to that time was 
on April 12th and 13th, Since April 19th, 
however, there was no rain of any value 
until Sunday and Monday. The ground 
had become hard and dry and it was diffi- 
cult for growing crops to make their way 
up through it. . 

All this is changed now, however, and 
it is expected the crops will do as much 
in two weeks as they did before in a 
month. 

The rain brought good cheer to the offi- 
cials of the agricultural department at 
the capitol. Commissioner O. B. Stevens 
appreciates the value it will be to the 
farmers in every part of the state. He 
has been in many sections of the state 
during the last two weeks and says he 
knows from observations that this rain 
will be: worth hundreds of thousands of 
dollars to the farmers. 

The Rainfall in Atlanta. 

While the rainfall in this section was 
by no means unprecedented, it was un- 
usual. The rainfall ef the forty-eight 
hours ending at noon yesterday was 5.20 
inches, the heaviest since last September. 
The rainfall for the twenty-four hours 
ending at 7 o’clock yesterday morning was 
8.38 inches, and that between 7 o'clock 
yestefday tforning arid ‘noon’ was 1.41 
inches. The heaviest downpour occurred 
abtut 8:30 yesterday morning when 9.20 
inches of rain fell within five minutes, As 
one Atlanta man put it, “It was a regu- 
lar street cleaner. It swept all the trash 
away.” 

The amount of rainfall in twenty-four 
hours on September 14th and 15th, 1900, 
was 3.39 inches, slightly larger than for 
the twenty-four hours ending yesterday 
morning. On July 2th and 2ist, 1899. the 
rainfall for twenty-four hours was 4.05 
inches, while on the 2ist of that month 
and year 2.06 inches fell in one hour and 
nine minutes. Preceding that the heaviest 
rainfall] was on July 2d and 23d, 1898, when 
5.56 inches fell in twenty-four hours, of 
which amount 4.30 inches fell in one hour 
and fifty-one minutes. 

The easterly winds which came with the 
rainfall] that has just ended greatly re- 
duced the temperature, though in part the 
fall was more apparent than real. The 
thermometer on Sunday night, however, 
went down to 55 degrees and Monday 
night the lowest temperature was 58 de- 
grees. The range of temperature during 
the stormy weather was from 55 to 63 
degrees. 

The heavy rains caused a great rise in 
the Chattahoochee river, the maximum 
being nearly twenty feet above low water 
mark. The rain was considered practical- 
ly over yesterday afternoon, though it 
was still raining down in the southern 
part of the state and on the gulf coast. 


COMPTROLLER WAS CORRECT. 


All Fertilizers Held on March 15th 
Are Taxable Under 
the Law. 

Comptroller General W. A. Wright se- 
cured an opinion yesterday from Attorney 
General J. M. Terrell with reference to 
the tax on fertilizers held by all parties 
on March 15th, the day fixed as a hasis 
of return for taxation of all property. 

The attorney general informed the 
comptroller general thet he was -rorrect 
in his instructions to 19x receivers, to the 
effect that all parties having fertilizers 
cn that date should return them for tax- 
ation. Exception was taken to these in- 
structions to the tax receivers by the 
Farmers’ Club, of Laurens county, and 
it was on this account that the comptrol- 
ler general asked for the opinion. The at- 
torney general not only told him that he 
had construed the law correctly. but cited 
a decision of the supreme court which 
was in direct line with his construction 
of the law. The instructions, therefore, 
will stand, and all parties who had ferti- 
izers on the date in question will have 
to pay the’tax upon them.

Besides these I bave the records of 
twenty-five deaths in the middle states from 
rabies. Doubtless there were more, for, few 
cases are ever reported in the medical journals 
as they all terminate fatally and.no physician 
relishes reporting cases where cures are never 
effected, 

I recently read a paper on this subject be- 
fore the Medical Association of .Georgia ‘in 
Augusta, and the dean of the medical college 
ridiculed the idea of rabies in man. This led 
to a general discussion of the subject, and I 
was gratified to see that no physician who had 
graduated in the last twenty years, or wh9 
-had kept up with the advance in modern 
pathology, agreed with him. It is the glory of 
medicine of the twentieth century that we not 
only seek to cure, but also prevent disease, 
We are searching for the origin and mode of 
transmission of all infectious diseases. Dur- 
ing the past year the mosquito has been con- 
clusively proyen ta be the means of inoculat- 
ing men with malaria and yellow fever. Doubt- 
less the sale of mosquito nets will be’ increased 
ten-fold, for why take thé risk of malaria when 
s0 simple a’*device will protect us? 

Now, the dog has been proven to be the 
cause and means of transmission of rabies, 
What shall be done with him? Must he be 
exterminated? No, a thousand. times no, What 
then? Put muzziles. on the dogs. The value 
of muzzles in suppressing rabies has been de- 
termined ‘on many oceasions, In Vienna rabtes 
was. entirely suppressed by eighteen months of 
stringent muzzling, but.in the summer of 1886 
the muzzling order was rescinded and badges 
lad to be worn-en dog collars instead, -in the 
folldwing half year. theré was only ‘one case 
of the disease, but in the next half rabies 
became epidemic, and the muzzle was again 
worn with the result that the malady, soon 
subsided and disappeared. -I have no. patience 
with those who, from genséless sentimentality, 
oppése the use of -the muzzle, for it séems ‘they 
care..jeses_ for human life than for the, little 
discomfort to their dogs. I regret that the 
last legislature toak a backward step-in_ re- 
pealing the ‘‘dog tax.”’ This’ law would-have 
reduced the danger from rabies by diminishing 
the number of worthless curs that’ roam at 
large seeking what they may devour, 

To eradicate this disease it is only necessary 
that all worthless, ownerless and. vagrant dogs 
be killed, and that all dogs allowed in~ public 


places shall be muzzled.

WILL HEAR CASE TOMORROW 


Public Property Fund Question in 
Supreme Court. 


SAME ATTORNEYS WILL ARGUE 
. 


Ex-Chief Justice Logan E. Bleckley 
Will Submit a Written 
Argument, 


The supreme court will hear the argu- 
ments in the public propertv mandamus 
suit against State Treasurer R. E. Park 
tomorrew morning. The court convenes 
at 9 o'clock and the arguments will be 
begun at that time. 

The same attorneys who appeared in 
the case before Judge John §. Candler 
will appear in the supreme. court, the 
only difference being that ex-Chief Justice 
Logan E. Bleckley will appear in the su- 
preme court as of counsel for Treasurer 
Park. Judge Bleckley, however, wlil not 
make en oral argument; he will submit 
his argument in writing. 

Treasurer Park being the plaintiff in 
error, his counsel has the opening and 
conelusion lefore the supreme court as 
was the case in the lower court. The 
opening argument will be made by Hon. 
Washington Dessau, of Macon, after 
which Attorney General J. M. Terrell will 
present the governor's side of the case, 
and Hon. DuPont Guerry will conclude 
for the treasurer. It. is not expected that 
the arguments will consume longer than 
four hours, the rules of the supreme court 
allowing two hours to each side, which 
will probably be sufficient, as the briefs 
to be submitted will be extensive and will 
cover vractically every point in the case. 

The attorneys interested have gone more 
carefully into the case than they had an 
opportunity to do when the case came uD 
‘n the superior court, though it is not be- 
lieved that any new points will be pre- 
sented on either side, so carefully was 
the ground covered before. There will 
probably be a number of auditors in the 
supreme court room durirg the hearing.

Interesting Decisions Handed Down 
in the High Court Yesterday. 


HEAD NOTES GIVEN IN FULL 


Reported by Stevens & Graham, Re- 
porters of Supreme Court of the 
State of Georgia. 


517. Lester et al. v. Stephens, executor, et al. 
Refusal of injunction. Before Judge Little- 
john, Webster superior court. 

Simmong C. J.—1!. A trust created by a will 
executed in the year 1900 for the benefit of 
the testatrix’s brothers and sisters (naming 
them}, who, at the time of the execution of 
the will:and at the time of the death of the 
testatrix, were sui juris and had no intem- 
perate, wasteful or profligate habits, and: with- 
out limitation over, was executed at the time 
of the death of the testatrix, and as against 
the trustee the beneficiaries were entitled to 
the property. 

2. The third item of the will, which ap- 
points the husband of the testatrix the trustee 
for her brother and sisters, which directs him 
to take charge of all the property given them, 
as such trugtee and as executor of the estate, 
and to keep the real estate together, and which 
forbids his disposing of it, but provides that 
he shall have the sole and exclusive control 
and management of it during his life, to te 
managed as he may deem best, with power to 
purchase stock and ‘“‘run the farm,’’ sell any 
personalty he may deem advisable, and dispose 
of timber on the land, does not give the hus- 
band a life-estate in the property nor any 
use or interest, in the same as an individual. 

3. As the title to the devises and legacies 
did not pass to the beneficiaries until the 
executor had assented thereto, they could not 
recover the property from him without alleging 
4n assent or a refusal to assent, although the 
estate owed no debts. A court of equity may 
compel the executor to assent in a case where 
he unreasonably refuses to do so, 

4, The time allowed by the code in which 
executors and administrators are exempt from 
suit does not apply to suits by legatees to 
restrain the executor and others co-operating 
with him from wasting the estate by cutting 
and selling timber from the land, the executor 
being insolvent and having: given no bond, and 
claiming a life-interest in the estate antago- 
nistic to the claims of the plaintiffs and to a 
proper construction of the will,

Some time ago a négro man named John 
Walker constructed a log house on ‘the 
property, claiming that he was acting un- 
der the authority of W. A. Peters, sexton 
of Hollywood cemetery. After building 
the house, Walker took up his residence 
there. 

The prosecution claimed that on last 
Tuesday Mrs. Arrowood and Mr. Sizemore 
went to the place, and after ordering Wal- 
ker to remove his effects from the house, 
proceeded to partly demolish it with an 
ax. Walker testified that he went back 
to the house and slept under the ruins 
that night and also the following night. 
Two days later it is charged that Mr. Ar- 
rowood and Mr. Sizemore visited the 
house and completed the work of reducing 
it to ruins. 

The defense attempted to show title 
to the property but Judge Orr ruled it 
out.
